NOTE:  Import  of  the  following  items  is  prohibited:  chicken  meat;  organ 
(variety)  meats;  fresh  pears;  peanuts;  and  squid."

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Saudi  Arabia  The  Technical  Office  recently  received  a  translation  of  the 
full  text  of  the  Regulations  for  Combat  of  Commercial  Fraud  issued  under  Royal 
Decree  No.  M/ll  dated  29.5.1404  H  (March  1,  1984).  The  Decree  details  the 
definition  of  fraud  and  lays  out  penalties  to  be  imposed  on  anyone  who  has 
deceived  or  commenced  to  deceive  or  practiced  fraud  or  was  about  to  commit 
fraud  in  any  way  in  any  of  the  following  cases: 


(A)  The  commodity  itself,  its  nature,  type,  kind,  elements  or  essential 
properties. 

(B)  The  commodity's  origin. 

(C)  The  commodity's  amount,  be  it  in  weight,  measurement,  number,  capacity, 
or  caliber,  or  using  ways  or  means  that  are  bound  to  render  such  factors 
incorrect. 

(D)  The  commodity's  description,  advertising  or  display  in  a  method 
involving  false  or  deceptive  statements. 
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
